Save Valuable Papers 
From the Scrap 
Drive Says Official 

S. K. Stevens, executive secre- 
tary of the Pennsylvania Federa- 
tion of Historical Societies, has 
notified officials of all historical 
societies that there is grave dan- 
ger of valuable historical docu- 
ments being destroyed in the cur- 
rent waste paper salvage drive. 

"Our court houses are crowded," 
he says in a letter sent out this 
week, "and officials are apt to 
think that it is their patriotic duty 
to clean house. County records 
form the oldest and therefore most 
valuable records. Similar dangers 
are apparent in the tendency to 
clean out homes and throw out as 
waste paper family papers, letters, 
diaries and even old files of news- 
papers and magazines which may 
have great historical vaiue. Any 
such document which is over 50 
years old is very apt to have an 
historical importance. 

"Under pressure of war condi- 
tions, some of the old county 
newspapers have ceased publica- 
tion or may do so in the future. 
Here is a treasure-trove for local 
history which must not be allowed 
to go into scrap. Their files should 
be preserved."

Lieutenant Green told of how he 
and several other men dived into 
the sea, joined hands in the water 
forming a circle and were picked 
up in about an hour and a half.

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In general, members of the Bryn Mawr Business Asso- 
ciation are satisfied with the way the Bryn Mawr Ration- 
ing Board is conducting its business, C. Walton Hale, vice- 
president of the Association, declared this week. 

Hale, who is community service 
member of both the Bryn Mawr 
and Wayne rationing boards, wa§ 
answering stories published that 
the business group held a protest 
meeting and was seeking to have 
one or two members of the ra- 
tioning board removed. 

"Nothing could be further from 
the truth," Hale said. 

He pointed that the subject 
came up at a recent meeting of 
the Association because H. H. 
Perry, chairman of the rationing 
board, had sent out 150 letters 
asking citizens for criticism, 

"Because these letters had been 
sent out," said Hale, "we placed 
this matter on our agenda." 

Hale said that a good way to 
sum up what had transpired at 
this meeting would be to say: 

"It became apparent as the 
discussion progressed that little 
fault was found with the rations 
handed out in general by the local 
board; but practically all criti- 
cisms hinged on the methods used 
in handling applicants for ra- 
tions." 

To his knowledge, Hale said, 
none of the members of the busi- 
ness association had taken their 
complaints to the State OPA of- 
fice or had asked for the removal^ 
of any rationing board members. 

The Association, he explained, 
had six letters which were in re- 
ply to requests for criticism asked 
by Perry, but they were all highly 
complimentary. Only two out of 
the six letters implied that more 
sympathy should be extended to 
applicants for ration coupons. 

Referring to a letter that had 
been drafted by E. E. Burlingame, 
president of the Lower Merion 
School Board, in behalf of the 
Association Hale said it sympa- 
thized with rationing board mem- 
bers for the problems they en- 
countered in administering ra- 
tioning. 

The letter, he said, did call at- 
tention to the lack of courtesy 
displayed by either members of 
the board or volunteer workers 
associated with the board. But, 
generally, he said, the work of the 
board was highly praised.

(INS) — Proof that the nation's 
millions of blood donors are sav- 
ing countless lives on the far-flung 
battlefields of World War n was 
given today by Maj. Gen. William 
Heneage Ogilvie, consulting sur- 
geon of the British Middle Eastern 
forces. 

In a recent address before doc- 
tors training at Carlisle Barracks, 
the army's "medical West Point." 
he declared that "there is no such 
thing as a dead soldier until the 
burial service." 

"Blood plasma is a miracle of 
modern science which has saved 
many a life in this war," he as- 
serted. 

Good Chance to Recover 

Wounded soldiers have a "bet- 
ter chance" of recovery than their 
forefathers, he said. "The picture 
is entirely different now than it 
was in the last war; blood banks 
and plasma, modern surgery, bet- 
ter trained men and more sanitary 



conditions all add up to making 
the death rate less." 

Other major factors, he point- 
ed out, are that the men are bet- 
ter outfitted and their f physical 
condition at the time of ;battle is 
greatly improved. 

Much Plasma Required 

General Ogilvie produced charts 
showing the increase in the use 
of blood and plasma now as com- 
pared to the start of the war. One 
soldier, he said, had 35 pints of 
blood and 23 pints of plasma in 
four days, while another man re- 
quired six pints of blood in three- 
quarters of an hour and 13 pints 
during one day. 

"Abdominal wounds require up 
to 10 pints of blood." he asserted. 
"While blood is better than plas- 
ma, it must be kept refrigerated 
all the time. On the other hand, 
plasma can be kept indefinitely 
and has proven its worth in this 
war."
